Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Based on the amendments to independent claims 
8 and 15 as well as dependent claims 12,16,17,18 and 21, further consideration of the current rejection and/or a new search must be 
conducted in view of the amendments to the claims. As for claims 1-7, are still objected towards the lack of antecedent basis from the 
specification, the term "program medium" (newly amended) lacks antecedent basis in the specification. As for claims 6, 14 and 20 are still 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected based claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Examiner Notes: Allowable subject matter is found in at least paragraphs 27-28 of 
the immediate application, the body of the independent claims should include further limitation showing what the regions are and why they 
overlap as well as how the resolving technique is implemented when regions overlap in order to distinguish over prior art. 
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
